Tho principle which should be 


carried out, is to adopt such 
uros as will get tho horse to pass tho 
object at which ho shies, somehow or 
other, and this should be 
with as little violence as possible, 
always commending an encouraging 
tone an soon as the purpose is gained. 
Nothing bus so great a tendency to 
keep up the habit as tho plan BO 
common among ignorant grooms of 
chastising tho shyer after lie has 
passed tho object of his alarm. If 
ho can bo persiiadod to go quietly- up 
to it, and examine it with his muzzle, 
as well as with his eyes, groat gooil 
will bu effected, but this can seldom 
be done with moving vehicles, ami 
heaps of Htniics or piles of Hand are 
generally only alarming from defec- 
tive vision so that each time they 
assume a now phase to tho active 
imagination of the timiil animal, 
Piinishing-bits only muko a high- 
coin-aged animal worse, and the use 
of 'overehocks' rarely, if ever, prove 
beneficial,— Wakes' Spirit.
